•  us 

-  Awaiting  final  rule  from  OSHA  incorporating  GHS  into 
HAZCOM  standard. 

•  EU 

-  Implementing  GHS/CLP  now  for  pure  substances 

-  Will  implement  requirements  for  chemical 
formulations  in  the  future. 
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Impacts  on  DoD  Operations 


•  Pure  substances  from  the  US  with  HAZCOM 
complaint  MSDS  and  warning  label  not 
compliant  for  use/transport  in  EU. 

•  Pure  substances  imported  to  US,  produced  in 
GHS  implementing  countries  have 
documentation  inconsistent  with  HAZCOM  STD 
or  understood  by  US  workforce. 

•  Costs  of  accommodating  variant  requirements  in 
a  global  operation. 
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Short  Term  “Bridging” 
Capability  Plans 


•  Hazardous  Material  Information  Resource 
System  (HMIRS)  evolving  to: 

-  Accommodate  EU  GHS/CLP  information 

-  Support  EUCOM  compliance  efforts
